EXPORT TRADE CONTROL 

/Subject : Export of Live Sheep and Goata during April, 1982—March, 1983. 

F. No. 34/8/82-En.—Attention is invited to S. No, 13 of Policy statement at 
page 8 of Import and Export Policy, 1982-83 (Vol. II), according to which 
export of Live Sheep and Goats is allowed within a limited ceiling on first- 
come, first-served basis on production of irrevocable Letter of Credit or proof 
of receipt of payment against a sp^ific export order, subject to minimum ex¬ 
port price of Rs. 11 per kg. (FOB) of live weight of the animal and certain 
other conditions* 

2. While export of live Sheep and Goats will be allowed within a limited 
ceiling on first-come, first-served basis in terms of provisions of Paragraph 14 
of Import and E^po^t Policy, 1982-83 (Vol. TI), it has been decided that export 
of live Sfieep and Goats will also be allowed by the Gujarat State Export Cor¬ 
poration, Ahmcdabad and the Rajasthan State Sheep and Wool Marketing Fede¬ 
ration Ltd. against a quota set apart separately for each of the aforesaid two 
Agencies.
